Bob  Bendick,  producer  of  NBC-TV  Network’s  "Today" 
is  in  Rome  this  week  conducting  a  survey  in  preparation  for 
a  possible  "Today"  origination  from  the  Italian  capital.

General  Power,  Head  of  SAC,  and  Other  U.S.  Authorities 
To  Examine  ‘Missile  Gap'  on  ‘World  Wide  60‘  Program 

General  Thomas  S.  Power,  who  has  taken  issue  with  President 
Eisenhower's  defense  policy,  will  be  among  the  leading  American 
weapons  authorities  who  will  be  interviewed  on  "The  Missile  Race, ”  to 
be  telecast  on  "World  Wide  60"  Saturday,  Feb.  13  (NBC-TV  Network, 
9:30-10:30  p.m.  EST) . 

The  program  will  look  into  charges  that  the  U.  S.  is  lagging 
behind  the  Soviet  Union  in  the  development  and  production  of  missiles 
and  that  a  cause  of  the  "missile  gap"  is  the  division  of  responsi¬ 
bility  among  the  three  military  services  and  the  civilian  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration. 

General  Power,  head  of  the  Strategic  Air  Command,  has 
questioned  Administration  policy  on  the  SAC  air  alert,  the  B-70 
bomber,  space  research  and  the  Polaris  missile-firing  submarine. 

He  said  in  a  speech  in  Washington  on  Jan.  28  that  the  Soviet  Union 
could  wipe  out  America's  retaliatory  weapons  "on  the  ground"  two 
years  from  now.

It  will 
present  progress  reports  on  more  than  30  missiles,  including  the 
Atlas,  Bomarc,  Bull  Pup,  Corporal,  Falcon,  Hawk,  Honest  John, 
Jupiter,  Polaris,  Snark  and  Sparrow. 

Frank  McGee,  host  of  "World  Wide  60, "  will  be  joined  by 
NBC  News  correspondent  Peter  Hackes  and  Roy  Neal,  who  will  serve  as 
on-the-scene  reporters.  "The  Missile  Race"  will  be  produced  by  Chet 
Hagan  and  directed  by  Robert  Priaulx,  under  supervision  of  Julian 
Goodman,  NBC’s  Director  of  News  and  Public  Affairs.

Comedy  Star  to  Be  Honored  Guest  and  ’Fall  Guy’  in  Two-Part  Colorcast; 

$100,000  Fee  to  Be  Donated  to  Charity  for  New  Eye  Research  Fund 

"The  Arthur  Murray  Party  for  Bob  Hope"  --a  two-part 
colorcast  "ribbing"  of  the  top-flight  TV  and  motion  picture  come¬ 
dian,  with  Bob  as  honored  guest  and  "fall  guy"  --  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  on  the  NBC -TV  Network  Tuesdays,  March  15  and  22  (9; 30-10  p.m. 
EST  on  each  date)  as  a  radical  departure  in  format  and  concept 
from  the  network’s  regular  colorcasts  of  "The  Arthur  Murray  Party." 

For  the  March  15  and  22  colorcasts  only,  there  will  be 
no  celebrity  dance  contests.  They  will  resume  with  'The  Arthur 
Murray  Party"  colorcast  for  Tuesday,  March  29. 

Approximately  a  dozen  prominent  entertainment  world  per¬ 
sonalities  and  friends  of  Hope,  in  addition  to  Kathryn  and  Arthur 
Murray,  will  join  in  the  "roasting"  of  Hope  through  sketches, 
monologues  and  production  numbers.  Arthur  Murray  will  produce  the 
colorcasts  and  Kathryn  will  serve  as  hostess. 

For  his  participation  in  the  two  half-hour  colorcasts, 
Hope  will  receive  one  of  the  largest  fees  --  $100,000  --  ever  paid 
for  a  television  feature  of  this  type.  Hope,  in  establishing  a 
new  eye  research  fund,  will  donate  the  entire  fee  to  charity.

Names  of  the  12 
guest  "roasters"  will  be  announced  shortly. 

According  to  syndicated  columnist  Earl  Wilson,  who  helped 
conceive  "The  Arthur  Murray  Party  for  Bob  Hope,"  Bob’s  $100,000  fee 
will  establish  the  Bob  Hope  Fight  for  Sight  Fund  of  the  National 
Council  to  Combat  Blindness. 

"Money  from  the  fund,"  Wilson  said,  "will  go  for  research 
directly  to  hospitals  and  medical  schools  engaged  in  eye  research." 

The  money  will  be  allocated  by  a  "Fight  for  Sight"  committee  headed 
by  Dr.  Charles  A.  Perera,  associate  clinical  professor  of  ophthalmology 
of  the  Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.

‘MEET  MR.  LINCOLN'  IS  PUBLISHED  IN  BOOK  FORM 

A  re-creation  in  book  form  of  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln," 
which  NBC  will  telecast  again  Thursday,  Feb.  11  (9-9:30  p.m. 
EST),  was  published  by  Ridge  Press  today.  The  authors  are 
Richard  Hanser,  who  wrote  the  script  for  the  NBC-TV  "Project 
20"  program,  and  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  the  producer-director. 

The  new  book  uses  the  full  text  of  the  Hanser 
script,  which  is  drawn  largely  from  Lincoln's  own  words,  and 
a  representative  selection  of  the  pictures. 

When  the  dramatic  portrait  of  Lincoln  in  his 
Presidential  years  was  first  presented  by  NBC  Feb.  11,  1959, 
many  critics  hailed  it  as  a  TV  masterpiece.  Its  still-picture 
animation  technique  gave  movement  and  flow  to  century-old 
photographs,  daguerrotypes  and  prints.  The  pictures  were 
selected  by  Daniel  W.  Jones  and  his  assistants  from  25*000 
items  gathered  from  archives  and  private  collections.  It  was 
perhaps  the  most  extensive  picture  search  ever  made  in  the 
Lincoln  archives  of  the  nation. 

"The  pictures  are  a  unique  heritage  of  America, 
illuminating  powerfully  human  moments  of  history  that  no 
words  could  describe,"  Hyatt  says  in  a  foreword  to  the  book. 
"We  can  thank  Matthew  Brady,  Alexander  Gardner,  Alexander 
Hesler  and  many  unknowns  for  these  riches."

NBC  STATEMENT  STRESSING  TELEVISION'S  RESPONSIBILITIES 
TO  CHILDREN  SENT  TO  ALL  PRODUCTION  ORGANIZATIONS 
CONTRIBUTING  TO  THE  NETWORK'S  PROGRAMMING 

An  NBC  statement  stressing  television's  responsibilities 
to  children  is  being  sent  this  week  to  all  production  organizations 
contributing  to  the  network's  programming,  it  was  announced  today  by 
James  A.  Stabile,  NBC  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Standards  and 
Practices . 

The  statement  and  a  letter  signed  by  Mr.  Stabile  are 
accompanied  by  copies  of  the  NBC  Radio  and  Television  Broadcast  Stand¬ 
ards  and  the  Television  Code  of  the  National  Association  of  Broad¬ 
casters.  They  are  addressed  to  network  program  executives,  producers, 
directors  and'  unit  managers,  as  well  as  outside  executive  producers, 
producers  and  directors.  In  the  letter,  Mr.  Stabile  said  in  part: 

"It  is  important  that  all  persons  engaged  in  the  creation 
of  programs  broadcast  over  NBC  facilities  be  fully  cognizant  of  these 
standards.  Only  in  this  way  can  you  and  your  associates  maintain 
the  necessary  strict  adherence  to  them.  I  seek  your  personal  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  responsible  implementation  and  maintenance  of  both  the 
spirit  and  the  letter  of  these  standards." 

Mr.  Stabile  told  the  production  units  that  the  network 
was  revising  the  NBC  Standards  and  would  send  the  amendments  as  they 
are  adopted.  He  noted  that  in  observing  these  standards  "it  is 
necessary  to  keep  in  mind  that  children  watch  television  well  into  the 
evening. "

The  statement  of  responsibilities  said  that  where  children 
are  concerned  "television  has  the  special  responsibility  of  reflecting 
the  realities  of  the  world  at  large  in  a  way  that  is  beneficial  to 
young  viewers."  The  statement  emphasized  the  need  for  care  in  the 
proper  treatment  of  sex  and  violence  in  programs  reaching  a  family 
audience . 

"Producers  must  use  great  care  in  determining  the  degree 
and  intent  of  conflict  --  not  only  in  the  actual  content  of  a  pro¬ 
gram  but  in  the  ’teaser’  and  ‘trailer’  highlights  that  are  seen  out 
of  context,"  the  statement  said. 

"Anything  that  approaches  the  sensational  is  unacceptable. 

To  show  an  actor  firing  bullets  into  a  victim  already  dead  is  entirely 
superfluous,  not  to  say  morbid.  To  extend  a  fist  fight  into  a  pro¬ 
longed  beating  and  to  show  close-ups  of  the  facial  injury  goes  well 
beyond  the  needs  of  establishing  conflict  and  borders  on  the  sadistic. 
Such  extremes  of  violence  will  not  be  used  on  NBC  programs  for 
children. " 

In  treating  the  relationship  between  the  sexes,  the  state¬ 
ment  said,  there  is  reasonable  acceptance  of  the  portrayal  of 
"affection  between  man  and  woman  --  this  need  to  touch  one  another 
and,  in  so  doing,  to  demonstrate  love. 

"In  meeting  our  responsibilities  to  the  family  audience  we 
can  do  without  the  leer,  the  brutal  set  of  the  jaw,  and  the  intent 
to  possess  as  the  symbol  of  power  and  domination." 

In  emphasizing  the  responsibilities  of  producers  and 
directors,  the  statement  suggested  that  parents  also  have  the  "re¬ 
sponsibility  of  guiding  their  children  in  the  development  of  good 
I  viewing  habits."

I  am  indebted  to  Don  Frost,  Paul  West  and  the  Association 
of  National  Advertisers  for  inviting  me  to  present,  on  behalf  of  a 
segment  of  the  broadcasting  industry,  some  views  on  the  problems 
facing  broadcasting,  as  well  as  some  comment  concerning  the  validity 
of  criticism  of  broadcasting  practices,  including  those  of  advertisers, 
and  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  to  meet  valued  criticism. 

First,  let  me  state  my  opinion  that  public  discussion  and 
scrutiny  of  media  and  advertising  practices  —  whether  they  take 
place  before  Congressional  Committees,  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  the  Federal  Trade  Commission,  or  before  industry  groups 
such  as  this  one  —  are  worthwhile.  Operating  as  we  do  a  tremendously 
forceful  national  medium,  based  on  stations  licensed  by  the  government, 
we  must  be  responsive  to  considered  and  legitimate  criticism,  and  we 
must  also  bring  public  understanding  to  bear  on  the  criticism  which 
is  without  real  basis  or  substance.  This  premise  equally  applies  to 
newspapers,  magazines  and  other  public  information  sources,  although 
of  course  broadcasting  has  the  special  qualities  of  operating  under 
government  license  in  an  unusually  intimate  relationship  with  its 
audience. 

As  for  advertising  itself,  whether  it  is  broadcast  over 
the  air  waves  or  distributed  through  print,  it  behooves  advertisers 
and  their  agencies  to  give  similar  full  evaluation  to  criticism.

There  is  no  doubt  that  among  a  small  group  of  advertisers 
there  have  been  attempts  to  capitalize  on  public  media  through 
advertising  that  is  not  in  good  taste  and  is  not  reliable  as  to  claim. 
Although  you  and  I  know  that  these  advertisers  represent  a  very  small 
portion  of  the  advertising  business,  they  can  well  bring  down  on 
legitimate  advertisers  and  the  media  they  use,  a  type  of  regulation 
and  control  that  basically  would  not  be  in  accord  with  the  operation 
of  our  economic  system. 

It  is  particularly  important  at  this  time  to  appraise  and 
correct  abuses  in  all  media,  because  if  we  are  to  have  the  genuine 
prosperity  within  this  country  and  the  force  for  peace  outside  this 
country,  during  the  next  decade,  advertising  must  play  an  important 
part  in  broadening  our  industrial  and  economic  resources. 

Although  I  believe  criticism  should  be  carefully  analyzed, 

I  similarly  believe  that  care  should  be  taken  that  a  small  group  of 
articulate  critics  are  not  successful  in  weakening  an  essential  force 
in  support  of  our  business  development  --  namely,  the  use  of  legitimate 
advertising  methods  as  the  vital  element  in  this  country’ s  distribu¬ 
tion  system. 

Turning  to  the  broadcasting  industry,  I  would  like  to 
summarize  certain  principles  which  should  be  applicable  to  all  of  us 
in  the  business.  Basically,  the  broadcaster  —  whether  he  is  a  net¬ 
work  or  a  station  operator  --  must  assume  the  final  responsibility  to 
the  public  for  the  quality  and  the  diversification  of  programs,  for 
the  good  taste,  acceptability  and  the  reliability  of  the  advertising 
message  and  for  the  basic  obligation  of  serving  the  public  interest. 
Although  the  broadcaster  must  take  the  ultimate  responsibility,  there

is  an  equal  responsibility  on  the  advertiser  —  and  in  addition  a 
legal  one  —  for  the  honesty  of  his  commercial  claims. 

We  in  broadcasting  have  undergone  severe  criticism  —  and  in 
part  it  is  legitimate  criticism  --  for  deceitful  and  dishonest  program 
practices  that  developed  within  our  very  fast  growing,  extremely 
potent  medium.  The  quiz  scandals  cannot  be  excused  --  in  hindsight, 
it  is  apparent  that  greater  precautions  should  have  been  taken  by  the 
broadcaster  to  detect  and  prevent  the  fraudulent  practices  conducted 
in  secrecy  by  a  small  group  of  people.  Similarly,  there  is  no  excuse 
for  payola  —  whether  it  is  a  payment  to  a  disc  jockey  to  play  a 
record,  or  a  payment  to  a  comedian  to  mention  a  brand. 

By  the  institution  of  precautionary  measures,  we  at  NBC 
believe  that  these  deceptive  practices  have  been  ended  --  and,  subject 
to  the  moral  fiber  of  individuals  --  we  feel  sure  that  they  can  be 
avoided  in  the  future.  If  they  are  not,  it  will  not  be  because  we 
have  not  devoted  great  time  and  effort  to  setting  up  standards  and 
practices  and  systems  of  control  to  avoid  them.  At  the  same  time,  we 
feel  that  while  the  former  abuses  in  the  quiz  programs  require  the 
strictest  of  controls  to  prevent  their  recurrence,  they  do  not 
warrant  NBC’s  abdication  of  this  type  of  programming  that  is  extremely 
popular  among  the  45  million  homes  that  watch  television. 

The  broadcaster,  to  our  mind,  must  assume  and  is  assuming 
these  basic  responsibilities: 

First.  We  must  present  quality  programming  —  programming 
that  is  well  written,  well  produced  and  well  protrayed.  This  criterion 
of  quality  cannot  be  confined  to  the  cultural,  public  affairs  and  news 
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programs.  It  is  equally  important  to  have  quality  in  westerns, 
mysteries,  variety  shows,  adventure  shows  and  in  all  types  of 
programming. 

Let  me  add,  as  an  aside,  I  see  nothing  wrong  —  some  of  our 
critics  do  —  with  a  good  western.  However,  I  do  believe  it  should 
be  a  quality  production,  with  the  same  attention  to  production  values 
as  is  given  the  Telephone  Hour,  the  Hallmark  programs  or  the  American 
Heritage  series.  I  must  honestly  say  that  some  broadcasting  schedules 
may  be  getting  unbalanced  with  too  many  westerns. 

Second.  The  broadcaster  has  the  obligation  to  present  a 
service  which  will  make  a  real  contribution  to  the  varying  tastes  and 
interests  of  his  audience.  In  some  situations  —  particularly  in 
radio  where  there  are  a  large  number  of  facilities  in  a  market  —  this 
can  be  done  by  a  specialized  service,  because  the  normal  forces  of 
competition  will  produce  a  range  of  different  services  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  total  audience.  In  most  television  situations,  however, 
the  broadcaster’s  obligation  is  to  present  a  diversified  program 
structure,  so  that  over  the  course  of  a  week,  he  will  offer  something 
of  interest  to  every  significant  element  in  the  audience  he  serves. 

This  latter  standard  certainly  applies  to  the  television 
networks.  As  mass  media,  they  have  the  responsibility  of  developing 
a  balanced  service  in  which  a  substantial  portion  of  their  total 
programming  will  be  attractive  to  the  great  majority  of  Americans. 

But  they  also  must  recognize  the  value  of  providing  a  proportion  of 
programs  which  appeal  to  more  specialized  tastes,  and  which  may 
ultimately  attract  a  wider  audience.  A  service  which  ignored  the 
desires  and  tastes  of  the  great  bulk  of  Americans  would  be  just  as 
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much  against  the  public  interest  as  a  service  which  directed  its 
programming  exclusively  to  maximum  audiences  during  every  period  in 
the  total  schedule. 

Creating  and  maintaining  such  a  balanced  schedule  is  a 
difficult  task.  It  requires  the  ability  to  judge  public  tastes  and 
also  to  lead  public  taste  without  getting  so  far  ahead  of  it  as  to 
lose  contact  with  the  audience.  Most  television  broadcasters  consci¬ 
entiously  seek  to  strike  the  proper  balance  in  their  schedules.  They 
have  led  the  public  taste  by  presenting  operas,  news  programs  in  prime 
times,  important  documentaries,  and  live  dramatic  shows.  While 
appreciated  by  large  numbers  of  people,  the  audiences  to  these  pro¬ 
grams  have  generally  been  smaller  than  those  of  regular  entertainment 
shows.  This  is  no  reason  not  to  present  them.  All  of  us  should 
continue  to  use  all  of  our  creative  acumen  to  acquaint  Americans  with 
cultural  and  informational  values  that  may  not  be  as  familiar  to  many 
of  them  as  the  appeal  of  regular  entertainment  fare . 

Third.  Broadcasters  have  a  definite  obligation  to  inform 
the  country  through  comprehensive  news  and  public  affairs  coverage. 

All  of  the  networks,  I  am  sure,  lose  millions  of  dollars  each  year  on 
on-the-spot  news  coverage,  regular  news  programming,  special  news 
shows  and  companion  efforts.  I  would  invite  the  interest  of  this 
group  to  a  hard  core  of  listeners  and  watchers  who  value  greatly  these 
public  affairs  efforts.  In  this  connection,  the  three  television  net¬ 
works  recently  agreed  among  themselves  to  schedule  a  minimum  of  one 
hour  a  week  of  public  affairs,  cultural  or  educational  programs  in 
evening  network  option  time  periods  where  each  network1 s  programming 
would  not  conflict  with  the  others* .  This  was  done  under  the  auspices 
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of  Chairman  Doerfer  of  the  FCC,  because  government  approval  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  permit  agreement  on  this  form  of  non-conflicting  scheduling. 

As  far  as  NBC  is  concerned*  we  intend  to  maintain  more  programming  in 
this  field  than  the  weekly  hour  agreed  upon*  but  the  agreement  has  the 
value  of  assuring  the  public  of  network  public  affairs  programming 
spread  across  different  evenings,  to  permit  the  widest  viewer  choice. 

Fourth.  The  broadcaster  has  an  obligation  to  review  and 
evaluate  the  commercial  messages  he  presents  as  to  honesty  of  claims, 
good  taste  and  suitability  to  the  program  on  which  they  appear. 

For  many  years,  the  netx^orks  have  maintained  standards  on 
the  content  of  their  advertising.  We  at  NBC,  through  our  new 
Department  of  Standards  and  Practices,  have  been  reviewing  and 
strengthening  our  methods  of  operation  to  eliminate  any  questionable 
or  borderline  practices  which  may  have  developed  over  the  past  ten 
years  of  television’s  tremendous  growth.  We  have  been  amplifying 
our  own  code  of  standards,  while  urging  our  affiliated  stations  to 
subscribe  to  the  general  industry  code  of  the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters.  As  of  this  time,  well  over  90%  of  the  national  tele¬ 
vision  circulation  covered  by  the  NBC  Television  Network  is  repre¬ 
sented  by  NBC  Network  Stations  which  are  Code  members.  We  have  been 
spending  particular  effort  on  a  most  difficult  job  —  trying  to 
evaluate  the  validity  of  claims.  We  are  receiving  the  cooperation  of 
the  great  bulk  of  sponsors  and  agencies. 

Without  attempting  to  give  definitive  answers,  because  they 
would  vary  among  advertisers,  these  pertinent  questions  might  be 
asked  for  your  consideration  at  this  ANA  Meeting: 

(more ) 
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Are  a  small  group  of  advertisers  trying  to  see  how  close 
to  the  borderline  of  good  taste  they  can  go  In  their 
claims? 

Does  a  small  group  of  advertisers  attempt  to  submit 
defensible  advertising  with  messages  designed  to  leave 
a  misleading  impression  by  inferences  growing  out  of 
the  claims? 

Are  certain  advertisers  attempting  to  use  an  unfair 
shortcut  against  their  competitors  through  unfair 
comparisons  of  products? 

Are  certain  advertisers  trying  to  press  too  hard  for 
ratings? 

I  do  not  cite  these  questions  as  typical  of  advertising 
practices.  In  fact,  I  think  they  are  not  typical.  But  I  do  believe 
the  time  is  appropriate  for  the  advertiser,  in  the  spirit  of  self 
appraisal,  to  ask  himself  these  and  similar  questions. 

Fifth.  The  broadcaster,  in  our  belief,  has  compelling 
reasons  to  turn  to  all  sources  of  creativity  in  building  his  schedule, 
both  inside  and  outside  of  his  own  house.  There  is  no  question  that 
each  network  should  have  strong  creative  resources  of  its  own  and 
supply  a  substantial  amount  of  programming  from  its  own  production. 
This  is  particularly  important  in  the  field  of  news  and  public  affairs 
programming,  dealing  with  public  issues  and  information,  where  we 
believe  that  the  network  rather  than  the  individual  sponsor  must  be  in 

full  control  of  the  presentation. 

However,  because  of  the  enormous  volume  of  total  programming 
which  each  network  must  present,  and  the  fact  that  the  medium  needs 

(more ) 
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program  concepts  and  techniques  from  the  widest  range  of  sources, 
networks  should  not  bar  any  creative  groups,  whether  they  are  inde¬ 
pendent  producers,  motion  picture  studios,  advertising  agencies  or 
sponsors  themselves.  We  do  not  believe  that  we  have  a  monopoly  on 
creativity  at  NBC,  and  we  welcome  sponsor-owned  programs  of  a  type 
and  quality  that  fit  into  our  schedule. 

Sixth.  At  NBC,  we  have  tried  on  a  regular  basis  to  keep  not 
only  our  advertisers,  but  all  national  advertisers,  informed  of  the 
steps  that  we  have  taken  to  avoid  questionable  practices  and  to  improve 
our  standards  and  practices  as  well  as  the  quality  and  diversity  of 
our  programming. 

However,  a  quick  summary  might  be  in  order.  Beginning  last 
Fall,  we  created  a  permanent  department,  the  Department  of  Standards 
and  Practices,  which  I  have  mentioned  before.  This  Department  was 
established  to  carry  forward  and  centralize  the  control  procedures  and 
policy  review  we  had  started  long  before.  It  has  been  proceeding 
carefully,  thoughtfully,  and  systematically  in  collecting  the  facts 
on  the  various  practices  and  procedures  followed  in  our  operations; 
proposing  standards  relating  to  these  practices  for  management  policy 
review;  and  after  such  review  and  evaluation,  preparing  policy 

statements  to  govern  the  practices. 

Through  this  Department,  we  have  established  rules  to  guard 
against  payola  and  kickbacks,  and  have  defined  proper  procedures  in 
the  handling  of  merchandise  prizes,  announcement  of  recorded  material, 
news  interview  practices,  and  the  like.  Our  critics  have  claimed 
that  in  conducting  this  work,  we  are  trying  to  create  a  police  unit. 
This  is  not  correct.  Analysis  of  the  facts  of  existing  practices  is 
a  necessary  starting  point  in  appraisal  and  evaluation,  but  the 
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Department’s  function  goes  far  beyond  investigation  of  the  facts.  It 
is  an  arm  of  management  for  continuing  policy  review  of  all  program 
and  advertising  practices  in  our  operations,  so  that  we  may  assure 
ourselves,  our  advertisers  and  our  audiences  that  these  practices  are 
conducted  with  unquestionable  ethics. 

I  believe  that  the  broadcasting  industry  should  be  careful 
not  to  push  the  "panic  button"  in  its  desire  to  remove  criticism  of 
its  operation.  The  broadcasting  industry  is  in  great  part  "show 
business,"  and  to  remove  the  "make-believe"  elements  of  show  business 
which  are  present  in  the  Broadway  theatre  and  in  motion  pictures  would 
decrease  the  entertainment  value  of  the  programs  and  the  ability  of 
the  producers  to  do  their  best  job. 

By  the  same  token,  we  should  not  push  a  "panic  button"  on 
the  themes  and  subjects  with  which  broadcasters  can  deal,  whether  in 
the  entertainment  or  information  fields.  Broadcasting  is  mature 
enough  to  cope  with  the  presentation  of  controversial  issues  whether 
they  be  in  the  field  of  morality,  politics,  crime  or  scientific 
advancement,  and  the  audience  is  also  mature  enough  to  respond  with 
interest  and  attention  to  the  sensitive  and  honest  treatment  of  such 
issues  in  proper  program  frameworks.  However,  these  controversial 
issues  must  be  dealt  with  in  an  informed  and  competent  way  —  giving 
opportunity  for  expression  of  various  important  viewpoints,  and  using 
types  of  programming  suitable  to  expressing  the  views.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  in  the  past  television  has  had  too  many  taboos.  Its 
greater  maturity  will  come  from  evolution,  not  revolution. 

The  broadcasting  business,  including  its  advertising 
messages,  should  be  constantly  reviewed  for  continuing  efforts  at 

(more ) 
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Improvement.  The  method  of  change  lies  in  self  appraisal  by  indi¬ 
vidual  companies  and  collective  self  regulation  to  the  degree  consis¬ 
tent  with  the  operation  of  individual  companies  and  government  law. 

I  hope  that  I  have  made  clear  that  we  at  NBC  do  not  believe 
that,  like  an  ostrich,  we  should  hide  our  head  in  the  sand  and  ignore 
evaluated  criticism.  Equally,  we  do  not  believe  we  should  be  panicked 
into  changes,  some  of  which  are  suggested  by  those  whose  economic 
position  is  threatened  by  the  effectiveness  of  broadcasting,  and  others 
by  those  who  have  no  real  knowledge  of  the  broadcasting  schedule  that 
actually  is  made  available  to  the  public . 

In  closing,  let  me  say  that  there  seems  to  be,  in  certain 
quarters  of  our  public  opinion  leaders,  a  failure  to  recognize  that 
"advertisers’1  are  the  same  as  the  industrial  and  service  companies 
that  produce  the  goods  that  make  the  American  economy.  These  critics 
have  unfairly  created  the  derogatory  label  of  "Madison  Avenue"  as  a 
cliche  to  charge  agencies  and  advertisers  with  disinterest  in  the 
public  welfare  and  with  interest  in  using  sharp  devices  to  sell  America 
goods  that  it  does  not  want  or  need.  Although  perhaps  this  epithet 
would  apply  to  a  very  small  segment  of  industry  and  advertising 
agencies  as  well  as  to  a  small  segment  of  broadcasting  and  other  media, 
we  should  remember  that  "advertising"  --  wherever  it  is  carried 
represents  the  selling  arguments  of  responsible  and  efficient  companies 
in  a  free  competitive  society,  where  the  final  choice  is  that  of  the 
individual. 

I  should  like  to  compliment  again  the  ANA  for  bringing  to¬ 
gether  this  group  of  national  advertisers  and  leave  with  you  a  last 
thought  — -  to  paraphrase  —  that  all  is  not  the  best  in  this  possible 

world,  but  all  is  also  not  the  worst.

’SENSIBLE  SELL,’  RATHER  THAN  SOFT  OR  HARD  SELL, 

URGED  UPON  TV  ADVERTISERS  BY  ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF 

FOR  RELEASE  THURSDAY  A.M.,  FEB.  4. 

DETROIT,  Feb.  3  --  The  "sensible  sell,"  rather  than  the 
soft  or  hard  sell,  was  urged  upon  television  advertisers  tonight  by 
Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company,  to  help  meet  the  challenge  posed  by  current  charges  of 
deception  and  poor  taste. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  told  the  Michigan  Council  of  the  American 
Association  of  Advertising  Agencies  that  commercials  should  also  be 
tailored  more  closely  to  program  content  "so  that  the  viewer  will  not 
resent  an  interruption  of  mood  or  a  jarring  clash  of  styles." 

In  addition,  he  suggested,  "every  advertiser  should  examine 
whether  his  needs  cannot  be  served  effectively  by  image-building 
programs  in  the  public  affairs  and  cultural  fields." 

Underscoring  the  importance  of  credibility  in  commercials 
at  a  time  when  "suspicion"  is  being  cast,  he  said: 

"This  is  not  necessarily  a  matter  of  the  ’soft  sell’  versus 
the  ’hard  sell’;  today’s  market  puts  the  accent  on  the  ’sensible 
sell’ . " 

The  NBC  Board  Chairman  made  these  suggestions  while  praising 
as  "admirable"  the  A.A.A.A.’s  recently  issued  interpretation  bulwarking 
its  Copy  Code  on  television  commercials.  He  said  that  NBC  is  main¬ 
taining  its  own  established  safeguards  and  will  expand  them  as 
necessary. 

(more) 
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"At  NBC  our  safeguards  have  been  in  force  for  many 
years,"  he  said.  "Our  procedures  in  accepting  commercials 
have  always  required  the  advertiser  to  substantiate  claims 
and  we  now  also  require  a  warranty  on  the  validity  of  any 
demonstrations . " 

Commenting  on  proposals  for  a  "magazine  concept" 
of  commercial  television,  Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out  that  this 
concept  has  been  operating  in  one  sense  at  NBC  for  years  in 
such  participating  programs  as  "Today"  and  "The  Jack  Paar 
Show."  These  programs  permit  a  wide  variety  of  advertisers 
to  buy  commercial  announcements,  thus  serving  the  advertisers 
purpose  and  providing  support  for  "two  unique  and  valuable 
programs  we  have  developed,"  he  said. 

In  a  different  version  of  the  magazine  concept, 
however,  a  new  pattern  of  programming  would  be  imposed  on 
the  networks,  requiring  rotation  of  commercials  through  a 
schedule  of  different  programs  and  giving  the  advertiser  no 
identification  with  a  single  program,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said. 

"I  strongly  oppose  any  requirement  of  this  sort, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  its  advocates  have  thought  through 
its  meaning  and  effect,"  he  said.  "It  seems  to  me  that  an 
advertiser  has  as  much  right  to  select  the  program  he  will 
sponsor  as  he  does  to  choose  the  magazine  in  which  his 
advertisement  will  appear." 

On  the  issue  of  advertising  propriety,  Mr.  Sarnoff 
said,  television  bears  a  particularly  heavy  responsibility 
because  of  its  "special  impact  and  power, "  notably  its

unique  ability  to  command  full  attention  within  "the  intimacy 
of  the  family  circle"  and  to  demonstrate  a  product  in  action. 

"But  this  does  not  mean  that  competing  media  should 
enjoy  special  treatment  by  law  enforcement  agencies,"  he 
said.  "An  advertising  claim  that  is  false  in  one  medium  is 
false  in  another  and  should  be  treated  accordingly." 

In  the  last  analysis,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  "the  current 
situation  is  a  challenge  not  only  to  the  integrity  of  the 
advertiser  but  to  the  ingenuity  and  imagination  of  the  adver¬ 
tising  man  in  reaffirming  his  claim  on  public  favor  and 
trust.  On  the  basis  of  past  achievement,  I  have  every  con¬ 
fidence  that  the  advertising  man  will  succeed."

"Creativity  in  Television, "  the  subject  assigned  to  me 
this  evening,  might  readily  be  adapted  to  read,  "Television  Ij3 
Creativity."  The  two  words,  it  seems  to  me,  are  virtually 
synonymous.  Television’s  job  of  programming  thousands  of  hours 
a  year  poses  a  creative  challenge  unprecedented  in  the  history 
of  human  expression. 

The  challenge  was  most  dramatic  during  the  medium’s 
early  years.  They  were  years  of  almost  chaotic  creativity, 
innovation  and  experiment.  Television  was  mushrooming  at  such 
a  pace  that  even  within  the  industry,  it  was  impossible  to  keep 
up  with  every  new  development.  It  seemed  there  was  not  even  time 
to  read  about  them.  Methods  of  doing  things  were  changing  while 
we  were  doing  them.  The  wide  open  spaces  on  the  television 
schedules  were  waiting  to  be  filled.  At  one  time,  in  desperation 
to  fill  them  --  and  fill  them  on  a  shoestring  --  there  were  so 
many  interview  shows  on  the  air  that  someone  remarked:  "If  this 
keeps  up,  television  will  run  the  risk  of  scraping  the  top  of 
the  barrel."

We  have  come  a  long  way  in  twelve  short  years. 

Where  television  once  consisted  largely  of  wrestling  matches 
and  transplanted  vaudeville,  we  have  attained  a  remarkable 
diversity  of  program  forms;  we  have  attracted  outstanding 
creators  and  performers  from  the  other  entertainment  fields 
and  we  have  discovered  our  own;  we  have  cultivated  high  skill 
in  the  techniques  of  production;  we  have  developed  a  scope 
and  balance,  both  in  entertainment  and  information,  un¬ 
dreamed  of  in  the  primitive  television  schedules  that 
enchanted  our  first  viewers. 

For  all  its  shortcomings  and  problems,  network 
television  in  twelve  years  has  certainly  achieved  a  triumph 
of  creativity.  And  for  that  very  reason,  the  creative  task 
ahead  is  even  harder.  The  current  state  of  television  has 
reached  such  diversity  and  proficiency  that,  in  the  old  show- 
business  phrase,  it  is  "a  tough  act  to  follow. " 

In  the  hectic  dawn  of  the  medium,  it  was  not 
difficult  to  put  on  the  kind  of  show  that  had  never  been  done 
before;  there  was  so  much  that  had  not  yet  been  tried.  The 
spirit  of  experiment  generated  its  own  excitement.  There 
was  the  luxury  of  making  mistakes  while  learning  --  and  the 
encouragement  of  critics  who  often  valued  intentions  almost 
as  highly  as  results.  I  trust  you  have  all  noticed  the 
difference  in  recent  years.

But  if  the  creative  forces  in  television  have  a 
tougher  assignment  these  days,  there  is  still  an  enormous 
potential.  One  of  the  great  challenges  to  creativity  lies 
in  the  unending  quest  for  higher  quality  in  all  that  we  do, 
whether  a  Western  or  a  variety  show,  a  documentary  or  a 
mystery,*  it  is  the  continuing  job  of  striving  to  impart 
fresh  and  imaginative  content  to  the  forms  that  have  become 
popular  staples. 

Beyond  this,  there  are  still  new  forms  and  new 
programming  concepts  to  explore  and  develop.  The  special 
program,  a  concept  pioneered  by  NBC,  has  grown  and  changed. 
Specials  now  give  a  sense  of  occasion  to  three  fixed  time 
periods  in  our  weekly  schedule,  and  others  are  seen  at 
irregular  intervals  throughout  the  season.  Next  season  may 
well  see  developments  in  the  direction  of  turning  a  whole 
evening  of  programming  over  to  a  single  highly  creative  show¬ 
man. 

There  are  great  strides  to  be  made  in  public  affairs 
programming,  an  area  that  now  commands  greater  attention  than 
ever  before;  it  is  an  area  that  should  gain  sharply  from  a 
combination  of  growing  editorial  skill  and  new  technical 
advances  --  such  as  television  tape,  intercontinental  trans¬ 
mission  and  color.

These  same  techniques  will  continue  to  add  to  the  scope 
and  flexibility  of  our  entertainment  resources  as  well. 
The  possibilities  of  color.,  for  example,  have  barely 
been  tapped  as  creative  elements  in  television  drama, 
to  name  only  one  program  category. 

We  will  go  on  trying  to  mix  the  perfect  blend 
of  program  balance.  Since  the  audience  comes  in  over 
100  million  varieties,  it  won't  be  possible  to  achieve 
the  blend  to  everyone’s  full  satisfaction,  but  we  will 
strive  to  come  closer  to  that  ideal.  And  in  the  process, 
we  expect  to  offer  a  great  deal  of  rewarding  viewing  for 
the  greatest  possible  range  of  tastes  and  interests. 

As  an  advertising  medium,  television  has 
developed  creatively  to  adapt  its  unique  power  to  the 
needs  of  advertisers  of  all  sizes  and  types,  from  the 
small  local  merchant  who  buys  a  spot  to  the  institutional 
advertiser  who  sponsors  a  network  series.  Even  in  a 
network  operation,  there  are  excellent  opportunities  for 
smaller-budget  advertisers  in  such  arrangements  as 
participating,  alternating  and  shared  sponsorships.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  more  than  half  of  our  clients  at  NBC 
last  year  spent  under  $250,000.

There  has  been  considerable  talk  lately  about  the 
so-called  magazine  concept  of  commercial  television.  Under 
examination,  this  concept  can  have  interpretations  as  different 
as  "Playboy"  and  "The  National  Geographic."  In  one  sense,  the 
magazine  concept  has  been  operating  at  NBC  for  years  in  such 
participating  programs  as  "Today"  and  "The  Jack  Paar  Show," 
which  are  NBC  productions  in  which  a  wide  variety  of 
advertisers  buy  commercial  announcements.  This  is  another 
example  of  the  medium’s  flexibility  for  advertisers,  and  it 
not  only  serves  their  purposes  affirmatively,  but  provides 
support  for  two  unique  and  valuable  programs  we  have  developed. 

Under  another  interpretation  of  the  magazine  concept, 
advertisers  would  be  foreclosed  from  selecting  the  program  in 
which  they  wanted  their  commercials  to  appear,  and  would  be 
barred  from  playing  any  role  in  the  program  process.  Under 
this  conception,  their  commercials  would  be  rotated  by  a  net¬ 
work  through  a  schedule  of  different  programs,  and  it  has  been 
suggested  that  this  basic  change  in  the  commercial  pattern  of 
television  be  imposed  as  a  requirement  on  networks.

I  strongly  oppose  any  requirement  of  this  sort, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  its  advocates  have  thought  through 
its  meaning  and  effect.  It  seems  to  me  that  an  advertiser 
has  as  much  right  to  select  the  program  he  will  sponsor  as 
he  does  to  choose  the  magazine  in  which  his  advertisement 
will  appear.  Hallmark  Cards  can  elect  to  run  an  ad  in  The 
N ew  Yorker  if  it  wishes  —  or  it  can  choose  Good  Housekeeping. 

It  should  have  the  same  right  to  choose  the  program  with 
which  it  wants  its  product  associated. 

For  an  advertiser  to  lose  identification  with  a 
program  of  his  choosing  is  not  only  an  unfair  restriction  but 
it  would  weaken  his  advertising  impact,  reduce  his  opportunity 
to  create  a  planned  image  and  eliminate  the  proven  merchan¬ 
dising  benefits  of  traditional  sponsorship. 

Another  effect  of  this  version  of  the  magazine  concept 
would  be  to  deprive  television  programming  of  the  creative 
resources  of  the  advertising  agencies.  We  at  NBC  take  full 
responsibility  for  the  composition  of  our  network  schedule, 
and  sometimes  that  has  meant  turning  down  programs  offered  by 
advertisers  because  we  felt  they  did  not  come  up  to  the  mark.

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But  we  have  also  learned  over  the  years  to  value  the 
judgment  and  creativity  of  many  agency  broadcasting 
specialists,  and  I  would  like  to  see  this  fruitful 
association  encouraged,  not  ended. 

From  the  standpoint  of  advertisers,  television 
has  developed  fresh  technical  resources  that  have  begun 
to  enhance  its  creative  effectiveness  and  will  do  so 
even  more.  These  innovations  are  color  and  television 
tape  recording.  The  use  of  tape  is  enlarging  tele¬ 
vision’s  scope  and  flexibility  and  at  the  same  time 
creating  great  efficiency  and  economies  in  the  use  of 
studios,  facilities  and  personnel.  Perhaps  tape's 
greatest  boon  to  advertisers  is  in  the  production  of 
commercials.  It  can  give  them  the  quality  and  flexi¬ 
bility  of  film  at  a  much  lower  cost. 

Color  is  an  advertising  plus  that  has  been 
proved  in  all  media.  In  television,  its  impact  and 
effectiveness  are  so  much  more  powerful  than  black-and- 
white  that  as  color  set  circulation  continues  to  grow, 
it  will  provide  advertising  values  far  greater  than  the 
small  added  costs  of  color  production.  The  addition 
of  color  to  television’s  unique  combination  of  sight, 
sound  and  demonstration  makes  it  truly  the  "dream 
medium.  The  growing  use  of  color  will  make  television 
even  more  effective  for  advertisers  in  a  wide  range  of 
specialties  from  house  furnishings  to  the  ready-to- 
wear  industries  --  as  it  has  already  become  for  the 

automobile  manufacturers.

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The  most  immediate  challenge  to  the  creativity 
of  the  television  advertiser,  and  the  one  that  seems  to 
be  claiming  most  of  our  attention  these  days,  is  posed 
by  the  current  charges  of  deception  and  poor  taste. 

I  willingly  recognize  that  on  the  issue  of 
advertising  propriety,  television  bears  a  particularly 
heavy  responsibility  that  is  the  price  of  its  special 
impact  and  power.  Just  as  we  assume  full  responsibility 
for  the  programming  we  present,  so  do  we  assume  final 
responsibility  to  the  public  for  the  advertising  we 
present.  Television's  unique  ability  to  enter  the 
intimacy  of  the  family  circle  and  to  command  full 
attention  for  any  message  that  fills  the  screen  imposes 
higher  standards  of  taste  than  might  apply  to  a  small 
ad  in  the  back  pages  of  a  newspaper.  Moreover,  since 
television  is  the  only  advertising  medium  with  the  power 
of  demonstrating  a  product  in  action,  the  broadcaster 
and  the  television  advertiser  must  concern  themselves 
with  the  validity  of  demonstrations.  But  this  does 
not  mean  that  competing  media  should  enjoy  special 
treatment  by  law  enforcement  agencies.  An  advertising 
claim  that  is  false  in  one  medium  is  false  in  another 
and  should  be  treated  accordingly. 

At  NBC  our  safeguards  against  such  trans¬ 
gressions  have  been  in  force  for  many  years.  Our 
procedures  in  accepting  commercials  have  always  required 
the  advertiser  to  substantiate  claims  and  we  now  also 
require  a  warranty  on  the  validity  of  any  demonstrations. 
A  complaint  from  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  is  in  the 

nature  of  an  unproved  charge,  and  when  commercials 

(more ) 
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have  met  our  standards,  we  do  not  automatically  suspend 
them  because  of  such  complaints,  though  we  do  take  a 
hard  look  at  the  original  substantiation. 

In  keeping  with  a  recent  amendment  to  the  NAB 
Code,  we  do  not  believe  it  is  deceptive  for  a  commercial 
to  use  artifice  or  special  techniques  to  depict  a 
product  as  it  actually  looks  and  works,  any  more  than 
it  is  deceptive  for  a  retoucher  to  airbrush  the  photo¬ 
graph  in  a  magazine  ad.  That  is  the  policy  that  the 
FTC  itself  has  publicly  declared. 

I  am  reluctant  to  presume  to  tell  advertising 
men  how  to  do  things  differently  to  overcome  any 
erosion  of  public  confidence  resulting  from  the  storms 
through  which  we  have  been  passing.  The  simplest 
prescription  is  to  recommend  the  admirable  new 
"Interpretation  of  the  A. A. A. A.  Copy  Code  With  Respect 
to  Television  Commercials."  But  I  will  risk  three 
suggestions  in  particular.  I  believe  strongly  that 
every  advertiser  should  examine  whether  his  needs 
cannot  be  served  effectively  by  image-building  programs 
in  the  public  affairs  and  cultural  fields.  Secondly, 

I  would  urge  advertising  agencies  to  tailor  their 
commercials  more  closely  to  program  content  so  that 
the  viewer  will  not  resent  an  interruption  of  mood 
or  a  jarring  clash  of  styles.  A  commercial  is  not 
just  an  attention-getting  device;  it  should  create 
good  will,  or  at  least  not  invite  resentment.

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Finally,  a  time  when  it  may  be  fashionable  to 
cast  suspicion  is  a  good  time  to  strive  for  credibility. 
Is  seeing  your  commercial  believing  it?  Since  recent 
events  have  spread  some  skepticism  in  the  audience,  it 
becomes  an  extra  creative  burden  to  tell  your  story 
convincingly.  This  is  not  necessarily  a  matter  of  the 
"soft  sell"  versus  the  "hard  sell";  today's  market  puts 
the  accent  on  the  "sensible  sell." 

That  is  all  the  selling  I  will  try  to  do. 

There  have  been  various  proposals  for  cooperative 
action  by  advertisers,  agencies  and  media  to  maintain 
high  standards  of  truth  and  taste  in  advertising.  We 
have  them  under  serious  study.  In  any  event,  we  plan 
to  maintain  our  own  established  procedures  in  this 
sensitive  area,  and  to  expand  and  sharpen  them  as 
necessary.  In  the  last  analysis,  however,  the  current 
situation  is  a  challenge  not  only  to  the  integrity  of 
the  advertiser  but  to  the  ingenuity  and  imagination  of 
the  advertising  man  in  reaffirming  his  claim  on  public 
favor  and  trust.  On  the  basis  of  past  achievement,  I 
have  every  confidence  that  the  advertising  man  will 
succeed.

IN  BIGGEST  AUDIENCE  RESPONSE  IN  PROGRAM'S  HISTORY 

Vice  Admiral  Hyman  G.  Rickover' s  criticism  of 
American  education  on  NBC's  "Meet  the  Press"  on  Jan.  24  has 
brought  the  largest  audience  response  in  the  14-year  history 
of  the  program.  ("Meet  the  Press"  is  presented  Sundays  on  the 

NBC -TV  and  NBC  Radio  Networks.) 

Lawrence  E.  Spivak,  producer  of  "Meet  the  Press," 
said  that  the  program  has  received  more  than  10,000  requests 
for  copies  of  the  interview.  He  said  that  the  most  unusual 
aspect  of  the  mail  response  was  that  viewer  comment  was 
virtually  unanimous  in  its  praise  of  Admiral  Rickover’ s  re¬ 
marks  . 

Admiral  Rickover,  author  of  the  book  "Education  and 
Freedom"  and  known  as  "father  of  the  atomic  navy,  declared  in 
the  interview  that  education  was  the  most  important  problem 
facing  the  U.  S.  and  called  for  fundamental  changes  in  the 
American  public  school  system.

Dr.  Herbert  F,  York,  director  of  Defense  Research  and 
Engineering,  and  four  members  of  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee 
have  been  added  to  the  list  of  authorities  on  America's  missile  pro¬ 
gram  who  will  be  interviewed  on  "The  Missile  Race"  over  the  NBC-TV 
Network  Saturday,  Feb.  13  (9*30-10:30  p.m.  EST). 

The  senators  are  Henry  M.  Jackson  (D.-Wash.),  Stuart 
Symington  (D.-Mo.),  Styles  Bridges  (R.-N.  H.)  and  Prescott  Bush 
(R. -Conn . ) . 

"The  Missile  Race,"  a  telecast  in  the  "World  Wide  60"  series 
of  public  affairs  programs,  will  examine  charges  that  the  Soviet  Union 
is  outstripping  the  United  States  in  the  development  and  production  of 
missiles.  One  of  the  military  experts  to  be  interviewed  on  the  tele¬ 
cast,  as  previously  announced,  is  General  Thomas  S.  Power,  head  of 
the  Strategic  Air  Command,  who  said  recently  that  the  Russians  could 
wipe  out  America's  retaliatory  weapons  "on  the  ground"  two  years  from 
now . 

The  current  Senate  hearings  on  missile  problems  and  that 
part  of  President  Eisenhower's  news  conference  on  Feb.  3  which  dealt 
with  U.  S.  defense  policy  will  be  covered  in  this  comprehensive  study.

Six  missiles  will  be  shown  in  operation  —  the  Titan  and 
the  Atlas  in  the  ICBM  group,  the  air-to-air  Sparrow,  the  ground-to- 
ground  Jupiter,  the  ground-to-air  Nike  Hercules,  and  the  air-to-ground 
Hounddog  which  is  carried  by  a  B-52  bomber.  Progress  reports  will  be 
presented  on  more  than  two  dozen  other  missiles  in  several  categories.

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-  CHURCH  SERVICE  SET  TO  JAZZ  AS  "A  REQUIEM  FOR  MARY  JO" - 

Dramatic  Story  of  Musician's  Memorial  to  Infant  Daughter 
Will  Be  Telecast  on  "World  Wide  60"  Program 

The  moving  story  of  a  musician  who  set  a  traditional  church 
service  to  jazz  as  a  memorial  to  his  infant  daughter  will  be  told  in 
"A  Requiem  for  Mary  Jo"  on  the  NBC -TV  Network's  "World  Wide  60"  series 
Saturday,  Feb.  20  (9:30-10:30  p.m.  EST) . 

The  story  will  be  told  in  straightforward  chronological 
fashion  by  Ed  Summerlin,  composer  of  the  jazz  liturgy;  his  wife,  Mary, 
and  two  Methodist  clergymen  who  encouraged  and  advised  him  in  this 
experiment.  Interspersed  with  the  narration  will  be  an  actual  church 
service  at  which  the  jazz  composition  was  performed. 

Summerlin,  a  3I_year-old  clarinetist-saxophonist ,  is  studying 
for  a  doctorate  at  North  Texas  State  College,  Denton,  Tex.,  and  he 
also  teaches  arranging  and  instrumentation  there.  Mary  Jo,  the 
Summerlins'  first  child,  died  in  Denton  Jan.  27 *  1959*  of  a  congenital 
heart  defect.  She  was  9  months  old. 

Although  the  Summerlins  were  church-going  people,  they  were 
not  regular  members  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  Denton,  and  their 
first  personal  contact  with  the  Rev.  Bill  Slack  Jr.,  assistant  pastor, 
came  the  night  the  infant  girl  was  dying.  The  grief-stricken  father 
saw  the  clergyman  frequently  after  that,  and  at  one  of  those  meetings

the  Rev.  Mr.  Slack  suggested  to  Summerlin  the  possibility  of  working 
with  his  music,  in  the  context  of  a  church  service. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Slack  says  in  the  filmed  narrative  that 
Summerlin’s  only  response  was,  "I’ll  think  about  that."  "And  I  more 
or  less  put  the  idea  out  of  my  mind,"  the  clergyman  adds,  "because  he 
didn't  particularly  jump  up  and  down." 

However,  the  idea  took  hold.  Summerlin’s  wife  says,  "Eddie 
was  very  excited  and  very  happy  about  the  chance  to  do  something  like 
that,  and  so  he  got  busy  thinking  about  it." 

Summerlin  explains  that  it  was  hard  to  find  a  starting  point. 
"There  was  this  problem  of  writing  music  that  would  be  jazz,  but  would 
be  the  kind  of  music  that  would  make  people  feel  they  were  prepared  to 
worship,"  he  says. 

When  Summerlin  brought  the  clergyman  a  tape  of  a  prelude  for 
a  church  service  that  he  had  composed,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Slack  realized 
that  Summerlin  was  going  ahead  with  the  project  and  would  need  more 
guidance  than  he  could  give  him.  This  help  was  sought  of  Dr.  Roger 
Ortmayer,  an  ordained  clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  professor 
of  Christianity  and  the  Arts  at  Perkins  School  of  Theology,  Southern 
Methodist  University. 

Professor  Ortmayer  —  the  fourth  narrator  in  "A  Requiem  for 
Mary  Jo"  --  suggested  that  Summerlin  adapt  his  music  to  the  liturgy 
devised  by  John  Wesley,  the  founder  of  Methodism,  for  regular  Sunday 
morning  services  of  a  local  parish.  This  service  is  essentially  the 
order  contained  in  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

Summerlin's  liturgical  jazz  was  first  played  at  Perkins 
Chapel,  Southern  Methodist  University,  by  the  composer  and  a  group  of 
his  friends  last  May,  with  Professor  Ortmayer  as  the  reader  of  the 
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service.  The  music  was  performed  for  the  second  time  last 
August  at  Purdue  University,  West  Lafayette,  Ind.,  where  it 
was  used  as  the  musical  setting  for  the  daily  morning  chapel 
service  of  a  Methodist  Youth  Conference. 

The  service  to  be  shown  in  the  telecast  was  filmed 
during  the  Methodist  Church  Conference.  The  music  was  played 
by  an  eight -piece  band,  with  Summerlin  conducting  and  playing 
tenor  saxophone.  Professor  Ortmayer  again  was  the  reader, 
and  the  responses  were  given  by  about  250  teenagers. 

Chet  Huntley  will  give  the  mood  setting  for  the 
program.  Prank  McGee  is  host  of  the  "World  Wide  6o"  series. 
"A  Requiem  for  Mary  Jo"  will  be  produced  by  Reuven  Frank  and 
directed  by  George  Murray.

A  preview  of  the  Chilean  tour  planned  by  President  Eisenhower 
will  be  presented  on  "Time:  Present— Chet  Huntley  Reporting"  Sunday, 

,21  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  (5:30-6  p.m.  EST).  The  telecast  will  be 
presented  on  the  eve  of  the  President’s  departure  --  on  Feb.  22  —  for 
South  America,  his  itinerary  also  including  Brazil,  Argentina  and 
Uruguay. 

An  NBC  News  team,  headed  by  correspondent  Herb  Kaplow,  is 
now  in  Chile  filming  the  program,  which  will  examine  the  country’s 
achievements  as  a  century-old  democracy  and  will  look  into  the  causes 
of  its  major  problem  --  runaway  inflation.  The  cost  of  living  in 
Chile  has  soared  3,000  per  cent  in  10  years. 

Kaplow  will  describe  the  anti-inflation  measures  being  taken 
by  Chilean  President  Jorge  Aiessandri.  He  will  interview  three  of  the 
nation’s  political  figures  --  a  conservative,  a  middle-of-the-roader 
and  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

The  program  will  also  study  the  economic  foundations  of 
Chile,  including  its  copper,  nitrate  and  steel  industries,  its  wine 
growing  and  sheep  raising.  There  will  be  film  of  an  open  pit  copper 
mine  which  is  the  largest  in  the  world. 

Besides  Kaplow,  the  NBC  News  team  includes  director  James

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50,000  DOCTORS  THROUGHOUT  U.S.A.  INVITED  TO  HEAR  CLOSED  CIRCUIT 
REPORT  PROM  INTERNATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  ASIAN  INFLUENZA 
IN  BETHESDA,  MD.,  VIA  NBC’S  MEDICAL  RADIO  SYSTEM 


Fifty  thousand  doctors  throughout  the  United  States  have 
been  invited  to  hear  a  special  closed-circuit  radio  report  on  Asian 
flu  Friday,  Feb.  19. 

The  program  will  originate  from  Bethesda,  Maryland,  where 
medical  experts  from  six  foreign  countries  and  the  United  States  have 
been  called  to  a  three-day  International  Conference  on  Asian  Influenza, 
by  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  of  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service. 

At  the  invitation  of  Surgeon  General  LeRoy  E.  Burney,  the 
findings  of  the  conference  will  be  made  immediately  available  to 
doctors  through  facilities  provided  by  the  Medical  Radio  System. 
Arrangements  for  this  closed-circuit  meeting  at  50  locations  in  16 
areas,  have  been  made  through  the  American  Medical  Association  and 
its  state  and  county  societies. 

The  Medical  Radio  System,  a  new  service  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  in  conjunction  with  RCA,  is  scheduled  to  be 
operational  in  the  Fall  of  i960.  However,  the  importance  and  time¬ 
liness  of  this  Asian  flu  conference  was  felt  by  the  System's  Editorial 
Board  to  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  type  of 
program  MRS  will  present  to  doctors  when  it  is  established.

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NBC  NEWS  TEAM  AND  CBS  CAMERAMAN  IN  INDONESIA  ROUGHED  UP  WHILE 
FILMING  CHINESE  AWAITING  REPATRIATION  TO  COMMUNIST  CHINA; 
FOOTAGE  OF  INCIDENT  POOLED  FOR  TELECAST  ON  TWO  NETWORKS 


An  NBC  News  team  and  a  CBS  cameraman  were  roughed 
up  today  (Feb.  16)  when  they  entered  a  compound  in  Djakarta, 
Indonesia,  to  film  a  group  of  Chinese  awaiting  repatriation 
to  Communist  China. 

Director  Fred  Rheinstein  and  cameraman  Dexter  Alley, 
both  of  NBC  News,  and  cameraman  Wade  Bingham  of  CBS,  were 
attacked  by  a  mob  of  40  Chinese  throwing  stones  and  wielding 
metal  spikes.  None  was  seriously  injured. 

A  second  NBC  cameraman,  Yong  Su  Kwon,  filmed  the  in¬ 
cident  from  outside  the  compound.  The  pooled  NBC  and  CBS  film 
is  being  rushed  to  the  United  States  for  telecasting  on  the 
two  networks. 

The  NBC  and  CBS  men  entered  the  compound  with  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Indonesian  government  and  were  accompanied 
by  two  military  policemen.  They  began  filming  the  group  of 
several  hundred  Chinese  who  are  to  be  repatriated  from  West 
Java  to  Communist  China. 

The  mob  of  40  Chinese  attacked  the  newsmen  despite 
warning  shots  fired  by  one  of  the  military  policemen.  They 
smashed  one  camera,  seized  another,  and  broke  other  equipment 
before  the  newsmen  made  their  way  to  safety  outside  the 
compound.

On  assignment  from  NBC  News  to  film  the  mystery  submarine 
in  the  Golfo  Nuevo,  Argentina  --  if  it  is  still  there  —  John  Light, 
underwater  photography  specialist,  is  awaiting  word  from  the 
Argentine  Navy  on  when  he  can  proceed  with  the  project. 

Light  arrived  in  Buenos  Aires  last  Friday.  He  was  told  the 
Navy  was  involved  in  "active  operations"  to  pinpoint  the  submarine 
and  could  not  permit  him  to  dive  in  the  gulf.  On  Monday,  however. 
Light  reported  to  NBC  News  that  Navy  officials  appeared  more 
cooperative  and  had  asked  him  to  make  a  duplicate  film  for  their 
use.  He  said  he  had  been  promised  word  soon  as  to  when  he  could 
begin. 

While  waiting.  Light  filmed  the  arrival  at  Buenos  Aires 
Airport  of  U.  S.  Navy  equipment  sent  to  help  the  Argentineans  in 
their  search  for  the  mystery  boat. 

He  told  NBC  News  that  if  he  sees  the  submarine,  he  will  be 
able  to  tell  whether  it  is  Russian  --  through  a  process  of  elimination. 
He  explained  that  he  can  identify  the  underwater  craft  of  every  other 
country.

REPORTS  ON  PRIMARIES,  CONVENTIONS,  CAMPAIGNS,  ELECTIONS 
TO  THE  NBC  TELEVISION  AND  RADIO  NETWORKS 


Samuel  Lubell,  noted  political  columnist  and  author,  will 
contribute  reports  on  the  i960  primaries,  conventions,  campaigns  and 
elections  to  the  NBC  Television  and  Radio  Networks,  it  was  announced 
today  by  William  R.  McAndrew,  Vice  President,  NBC  News. 

Lubell  will  analyze  trends  and  forecast  voting  results  on 
special  NBC  News  programs  as  well  as  such  regular  telecasts  as  the 
"Texaco  Huntley-Brinkley  Report,"  "Today"  and  "Time:  Present--Chet 
Huntley  Reporting."  His  first  report,  the  date  of  which  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  soon,  will  preview  the  Wisconsin  primary  election  on  April  5. 

His  television  and  radio  reports  will  be  in  addition  to  his 
nationally  syndicated  newspaper  columns.  In  these  columns,  he 
established  his  technique  of  determining  voting  trends  by  conducting 
house-to-house  public  opinion  polls  and  by  analyzing  previous  election 
returns  county  by  county. 

Lubell  has  discussed  his  political  findings  in  numerous 
magazine  articles  and  in  several  books,  including  The  Future  of 
American  Politics"  (Harper,  1952)  and  "Revolt  of  the  Moderates 
(Harper,  1956).  In  the  latter,  he  found  that  voters  were  in  a 
conservative  mood  and  wanted  "to  keep  things  as  they  are.

He  wrote  that  the  moderate  elements,  by  refusing  to  cast 
their  lot  with  either  party,  "have  forced  both  the  Democrats  and  the 
Republicans  to  turn  their  backs  on  the  extremists  in  their  ranks  and 
to  fight  for  the  middle  ground  where  the  balance  of  victory  lies." 

Lubell’ s  family  came  to  this  country  from  Poland  in  1913* 
when  he  was  two  years  old.  He  studied  at  the  College  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  later  transferred  to  the  School  of  Journalism,  Columbia 
University,  and  was  graduated  in  1933*  In  the  next  few  years  he 
worked  on  several  newspapers,  including  the  Washington  Post. 

During  World  War  II,  Lubell  was  engaged  in  government  work. 
He  was  assistant  to  James  F.  Byrnes,  then  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Economic  Stabilization.  He  also  assisted  Bernard  M.  Baruch  on  a 
number  of  projects,  including  an  advisory  committee  for  the  Office  of 
War  Mobilization.

OF  AUTHORITIES  ON  ASIAN  FLU  FROM  BETHESDA,  MD.,  MEETING 

OVER  FACILITIES  PROVIDED  BY  MEDICAL  RADIO  SYSTEM 

World-famous  medical  authorities  reported  their  research 
and  recommendations  for  curbing  Asian  flu  tonight  (Friday,  Feb.  19) 
to  thousands  of  doctors  in  16  cities  by  means  of  facilities  provided 
by  NBC-RCA's  Medical  Radio  System. 

Within  hours  after  the  final  session  of  the  three-day  Inter¬ 
national  Conference  on  Asian  Influenza,  held  in  Bethesda,  Md.,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  of  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service,  a  60-minute  analysis  of  findings  and  conclusions  was 
heard  by  physicians  gathered  at  50  locations  in  metropolitan  areas 
throughout  the  nation. 

Dr.  Chester  Scott  Keefer,  President  of  the  American  College 
of  Physicians  and  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Radio  System's  Editorial 
Board,  introduced  the  speakers,  who  discussed  the  clinical  character¬ 
istics,  methods  of  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  problems  of  communicating 
information  about  Asian  flu.

DESCRIPTION 

"The  Secret  of  Freedom, "  written  expressly  for  production 
by  NBC  Television,  is  Archibald  MacLeish's  first  play  for  the  medium. 
MacLeish  is  a  three-time  Pulitzer  Prize  winner  (in  1933  and  1953  for 
poetry;  in  1959  for  drama,  his  verse  play  "J.B."). 

The  new  play  tells  the  story  of  Joe  (Tony  Randall)  and  Jill 
(Kim  Hunter),  a  civic-minded  couple  who  have  worked  long  and  hard  to 
gain  passage  of  a  tax  referendum  to  improve  the  schools  in  their  town. 
They  are  confident  of  victory,  but  the  referendum  is  defeated.  When 
Jill  hears  the  news,  she  grows  so  angry  that  she  antagonizes  Joe  and 
drives  him  from  the  house  to  seek  solace  and  the  answer  to  the  bitter 
questions  she  has  asked  him  about  the  town,  the  times,  and  the  country. 

The  whole  of  the  play  was  filmed  in  Mount  Holly,  N.  J.,  a 
town  of  15*000  persons  20  miles  from  Philadelphia,  75  miles  from  New 
York.  This  was  chosen  as  the  "typical"  American  town  MacLeish’s  script 
calls  for.

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  AND  ROBERT  E.  KINTNER  LETTER  TO  NBC  CLIENTS 
DETAILS  POSITIVE  STEPS  COMPANY  HAS  TAKEN  TO  MEET  CHALLENGE 
TO  INDUSTRY'S  INTEGRITY  POSED  BY  QUIZ  SHOW  DISCLOSURES 

Positive  steps  taken  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  to 
meet  the  challenge  to  the  integrity  of  broadcasting  posed  by  the  quiz 
show  disclosures  have  been  detailed  by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  and  Robert  E.  Kintner,  President,  in  a  letter  sent  to 
advertising  agencies  and  clients. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  and  Mr.  Kintner  pointed  to  NBC's  comprehensive 
activities  as  demonstration  "that  industry  self -regulation  can  work 
and  is  working." 

They  suggested,  however,  that  "the  establishment  of  reforms 
and  safeguards  should  not  overshadow  the  affirmative  accomplishments, 
vitality,  and  potentials  of  a  great  medium." 

"We  are  dedicated,"  said  Mr.  Sarnoff  and  Mr.  Kintner,  "not 
only  to  a  broadcasting  service  of  integrity  but  one  of  quality  and 
distinction;  to  pioneering  in  such  technical  advances  as  color  and 
such  program  concepts  as  the  Specials;  and  to  leading  as  well  as 
meeting  the  whole  range  of  America's  tastes  and  interests  with  the 
most  richly  diversified  schedule  in  television." 

The  letter  f ollows : 

After  the  first  impact  of  the  television  quiz  show 
disclosures,  Walter  Scott  kept  advertisers  and  agencies 
posted  on  NBC's  role  by  sending  out  copies  of  the  major

statements  we  made  at  that  time  --  to  the  House  Subcommittee 
on  Legislative  Oversight  on  November  5,  1959,  and  to  the  NBC 
Television  Affiliates  a  week  later.  We  were  immensely 
heartened  by  the  response  to  our  stand,  the  measures  we  ap¬ 
plied  and  the  course  we  projected.  Now  we  believe  you  should 
be  brought  up  to  date  on  the  highlights  of  what  NBC  has  been 
doing  since  then  to  meet  the  challenge  to  the  integrity  of 
broadcasting. 

The  challenge  arose  first  in  the  quiz  shows,  where 
we  met  it  by  acting  swiftly  and  decisively  to  rid  ourselves 
of  the  abuses  rather  than  the  whole  program  category.  As  a 
result,  we  believe  we  have  long  since  closed  off  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  quiz  show  deception,  and  are  offering  this  popular 
entertainment  form  under  careful  safeguards  to  the  millions 
who  enjoy  it. 

Beyond  quiz  shows,  we  have  come  to  grips  with  this 
challenge  wherever  it  might  appear  in  a  variety  of  practices 
that  have  developed  over  the  years  of  the  industry’s 
mushrooming  growth.  This  has  meant  a  comprehensive  and 
continuing  review  of  all  our  operations  to  sift  out  anything 
that  might  be  unethical  or  even  borderline.  In  this  effort, 
we  have  tried  to  be  systematic  and  sensible;  no  lasting 
good  could  be  served  by  hysteria  or  headlines.  The  task  of 
reappraisal  is  still  going  forward,  but  we  have  made  con¬ 
siderable  progress. 

The  brunt  of  the  task  falls  on  NBC’s  Department  of 

Standards  and  Practices.  This  permanent  new  arm  of  the 

company  has  undertaken  fact-finding  analysis  and  policy

recommendations  that  have  already  produced  five  directives 
designed  to  eliminate  kickbacks  and  "payola"  and  set  up 
clear-cut  standards  on  the  handling  of  merchandise  prizes, 
news  department  procedures  and  the  identification  of  re¬ 
corded  material. 

NBC’s  long-standing  ban  of  free  plugs  is  being 
vigorously  enforced  by  daily  spot-check  program  monitoring 
and  script  review  by  Continuity  Acceptance  personnel,  who 
are  now  part  of  the  Department  of  Standards  and  Practices. 
Our  contracts  with  outside  producers  now  forbid  mention  of 
any  trade  names  without  network  consent  —  and  all  such 
producers  must  give  warranties  as  to  the  honesty  of  the  pro¬ 
grams  they  produce  for  NBC. 

In  addition  to  requiring  written  substantiation  of 
all  claims.  Continuity  Acceptance  now  requires  warranties  on 
the  authenticity  of  demonstrations.  In  its  scrutiny  of 
script  material  for  taste  and  propriety,  it  has  been 
especially  alerted  against  excesses  of  violence  and  sex 
from  the  standpoint  of  young  viewers.  The  imperative  need 
for  responsible  handling  of  material  prone  to  these  abuses 
has  been  communicated  directly  by  James  A.  Stabile,  Vice 
President,  Standards  and  Practices,  to  all  producers  of  NBC 
programs . 

We  have  undertaken  program  surveys  of  every  type 
of  show  on  NBC  to  probe  for  any  possible  malpractices  and  to 
strengthen  procedures  in  such  matters  as  the  selection  of 
guests  and  material.  All  programs  submitted  to  us  must  now 

(more ) 
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pass  muster  from  the  standpoint  of  security  against  un¬ 
ethical  practices.  We  have  also  established  our  own 
expertly  staffed  unit  for  the  acquisition  and  handling  of 
prize  merchandise. 

We  have  thoroughly  explored  the  whole  area  of 
disc-jockey  shows  on  our  facilities  to  safeguard  against 
any  abuses.  This  has  entailed  inquiries  not  only  among  our 
own  personnel  but  in  the  record  and  music  publishing  fields. 
We  have  set  up  strict  procedures  for  the  selection  of  music. 
Record  labels,  for  example,  may  not  be  mentioned  on  the  air 
in  connection  with  any  particular  record,  and  careful  ac¬ 
counting  is  made  of  the  number  of  times  any  single  record  is 
played. 

Against  the  practice  of  "payola,"  we  have  con¬ 
ducted  searching  inquiries  at  each  of  our  owned  stations 
and,  to  meet  a  request  for  information  from  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission,  we  have  obtained  completed 
questionnaires  from  thousands  of  NBC  employees,  past  and 
present.  We  have  also  sought  out  information  on  this  and 
other  abuses  by  taking  affidavits  from  all  NBC  executives 
and  program  personnel. 

We  have  tried  to  make  the  Television  Code  of  the 
National  Association  of  Broadcasters  a  more  effective  instru¬ 
ment  for  industry  self -regulation.  In  recent  months,  David 
C.  Adams,  our  Senior  Executive  Vice  President,  has  written  to 
our  affiliates  encouraging  those  who  are  not  subscribers  to 
join  the  Code  and  urging  all  subscribers  to  enforce  its  pro¬ 
visions  with  whole-hearted  vigor;  and  we  have  been  gratified 

(more ) 
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by  the  response  of  the  stations.  We  have  also  been  actively 
cooperating  in  self -regulatory  efforts  by  the  A.N.A.,  the 
A. A. A, A,  and,  of  course,  with  all  government  agencies,  in¬ 
cluding  the  F.C.C.,  the  Federal  Trade  Commission,  the  Attorney 
General* s  Office,  and  the  New  York  County  District  Attorney. 

These  are  highlights  of  what  we  have  been  doing  to 
carry  out  fully  the  responsibility  we  reaffirmed  last  fall 
for  all  that  we  present  over  NBC  facilities,  whether  in  pro¬ 
grams  or  advertising.  Clearly,  it  is  not  a  job  that  can  be 
done  overnight  --  nor  one  that  is  ever  finished. 

The  steps  we  have  taken  demonstrate,  we  believe, 
that  industry  self -regulation  can  work  and  is  working.  Im¬ 
portant  as  this  self-regulation  is,  we  recognize  it  is  only 
one  aspect  of  our  responsibility.  The  establishment  of  re¬ 
forms  and  safeguards  should  not  overshadow  the  affirmative 
accomplishments,  vitality,  and  potentials  of  a  great  medium.

Four  New  Appointments  to  Editorial  Board  Also  Announced 

Dr.  Cornelius  H.  Traeger,  physician  and  public  health 
consultant,  has  been  named  Medical  Editor  of  NBC-RCA's  Medical  Radio 
System,  which  is  scheduled  to  go  into  operation  in  the  Fall,  it  was 
announced  today  by  Chester  Scott  Keefer,  M.D.,  Chairman  of  the  System 
Editorial  Board. 

Dr.  Traeger,  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Consultants  for 
Medical  Research  to  the  U.  S,  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  and  a 
Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Physicians,  is  Chief  of  the 
Rheumatology  Clinic,  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery,  and  Chief  of  the 
Arthritis  Clinic,  Roosevelt  Hospital,  New  York.  Dr.  Traeger  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Council,  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  and  Special  Consultant  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service.

The  Editorial  Board  will  establish  basic  program  policy 
and  procedures  of  the  Medical  Radio  System,  including  the  accepta¬ 
bility  of  advertising  messages  for  ethical  pharmaceutical  products, 
thus  assuring  the  highest  ethical  and  professional  standards  in  all 
aspects  of  the  service.  All  medical  information  material  will  be 
assemoled  and  prepared  for  transmission  by  an  experienced  managing 

editor  and  a  staff  of  professional  writers  under  the  direction  of 
Dr,  Traeger. 

RCA  will  manufacture  the  special  multiplex  receiving  equip¬ 
ment,  install  and  service  it  through  the  RCA  Service  Company  and 
record  through  RCA  Victor  the  specially  selected  music  to  be  played 
in  doctors*  waiting  rooms. 

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  will  administer  the 
Medical  Radio  System  and  provide  the  technical  facilities  for  trans¬ 
mitting  the  medical  programs  to  the  1 6  major  cities  which  will  re¬ 
ceive  the  service  during  the  initial  year. 

Henry  T.  Sjogren,  NBC*s  Project  Manager,  explained  that  the 
Medical  Radio  System  will  be  an  invaluable  public  service  medium  in 
times  of  emergency,  such  as  during  epidemics,  national  disaster, 
medical  alerts,  or  comparable  situations  which  demand  immediate  con¬ 
tact  with  large  numbers  of  doctors.  The  MRS  facilities  will  be  made 
available  without  charge  to  state  and  county  medical  associations, 

(more ) 
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public  health  services  and  similar  organizations  for  the  transmission 
of  information  of  special  interest  to  physicians.  The  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service  and  medical  associations  have  expressed  keen  interest 
in  the  project. 

In  each  area,  the  Medical  Radio  System  will  operate  over  an 
PM  multiplex  subcarrier  channel  to  specially  built  receivers  in  the 
physician's  office  and  will  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  regular 
local  FM  radio  service. 

The  medical  news  and  information  programs  will  be  heard  by 
doctors  only.  During  these  transmissions  the  waiting-room  speaker 
will  be  automatically  disconnected.  Initially,  it  is  comtemplated 
that  the  service  will  be  provided  13  hours  daily,  six  days  each  week. 

The  news  and  information  service  reports  will  be  trans¬ 
mitted  in  three  15-minute  segments  daily,  with  each  program  trans¬ 
mitted  at  four  separate  times  during  the  day  for  the  convenience  of 
the  doctor.

BACKGROUND 


The  story  of  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Jr.  is  the  story, 
in  a  broad  sense,  of  American  Democracy  at  work.  Men  called  him  "the 
great  dissenter,  "  but  the  genius  of  young  Holmes  lay  in  his  adventurous 
pursuit  of  learning  and  in  his  roots,  which  reached  deep  into  the 
American  earth.  "A  valid  idea/  he  said,  "is  worth  a  regiment  any  day." 
His  long,  illustrious  life  as  one  of  America's  greatest  jurists  was  an 
affirmation  of  that  faith.  Holmes  (1841-1S35),  whose  early  years  were 
overshadowed  by  the  accomplishments  of  his  father  --  the  physician, 
poet,  essayist  and  philosopher  known  in  his  day  as  "the  autocrat  of  the 
breakfast  table"  —  served  three  years  in  the  Civil  War  and  was  thrice 
wounded,  attaining  the  rank  of  colonel.  Holmes  was  always  outspoken; 
during  the  battle  of  Fort  Stevens,  he  shouted  at  President  Lincoln: 

"Get  down,  you  damned,  silly  fool."  Upon  graduation  from  Harvard  Law

School,  he  became  a  professor  of  law  at  Harvard  and  editor  of  the 
American  Law  Review.  He  served  as  associate  justice  and  later,  chief 
justice  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  during  1882-1902,  and  was 
appointed  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  an  associate  justice  of  the 
U.  S.  Supreme  Court  in  1902,  serving  until  his  retirement  at  the  age 
of  90  in  1932.  Courtly,  witty,  scholarly  and  kind,  he  authored 
numerous  interpretive  legal  volumes  and  made  eloquent  pleas  for  "free 
trade  in  ideas."  He  refused  to  accept  the  common  law  as  a  fundamental, 
all-pervasive  set  of  principles.  "Life  is  action  and  passion," 

Justice  Holmes  said.  "I  think  it  is  required  of  a  man  that  he  should 
share  the  action  and  passion  of  his  time,  at  peril  of  being  judged  not 
to  have  lived  at  all."

THE  STORY 

"Autocrat  and  Son"  begins  after  the  battle  of  Antietam,  in 
a  railroad  station  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.  Dr.  Holmes  (Cedric  Hardwicke) 
comes  in  search  of  his  battle-distinguished  son,  Wendell  (Christopher 
Plummer),  wounded  three  times.  They  return  to  Boston  and  to  "mother" 
(Ann  Harding)  and  the  Holmes  family,  deep-rooted  in  tradition.  Known 
as  the  "autocrat  of  the  breakfast  table,"  Wendell’s  father  --  poet, 
essayist  and  extrovert  --  is  unable  to  understand  his  son,  beset  with 
memories  of  war’s  horror  and  unable  to  decide  on  his  future  course. 
When  his  father  hears  Wendell  say,  finally,  that  he  wants  to  devote 
himself  to  the  law,  the  former  declares,  "lawyers  can  never  be  great 
men."  This  only  stiffens  Wendell’s  determination  to  enter  the  legal 
profession.  His  thirst  for  knowledge  is  not  satisfied  by  the  regular 
course  of  study.  After  being  sworn  in  to  the  bar,  he  plunges  so

completely  Into  work  on  a  treatise  on  the  common  law  that  he  becomes 
virtually  a  recluse.  His  Uncle  John  (Bramwell  Fletcher)  reminds 
Wendell  that  the  girl  he  has  long  admired  and  often  seen  is  a  mature 
person  such  as  he.  Wendell  welcomes  the  interruption,  marries  Fanny 
Dixwell  (Anne  Francis),  and  plunges  back  to  work.  He  is  determined  to 
complete  his  book  on  the  common  law  before  he  is  40,  and  almost  kills 
himself  to  make  the  deadline.  Scores  of  volumes  on  young  Holmes1 
bookshelf  bore  the  inscription:  "Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Jr.,  from  his 
loving  father."  But,  on  the  evening  of  March  3,  l88l,  Wendell  presents 
"The  Common  Law"  to  his  father,  inscribed:  "0.  W.  Holmes,  from  his 
affectionate  son,  0.  W.  Holmes  Jr."  At  last  the  son  could  pay  his 
father  in  his  own  coin.

CHRISTOPHER  PLUMMER  (Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Jr. )  came  to 
America  from  Toronto,  Canada,  in  1953  to  join  the  touring  company  of 
"Nina,"  and  then  toured  with  Katharine  Cornell  in  "The  Constant  Wife," 
before  making  his  Broadway  bow  in  1954  in  "The  Starcross  Story, " 
followed  by  "Home  is  the  Hero, "  "Ihe  Dark  Is  Light  Enough, "  "Medea,  " 
"The  Lark,"  "Night  of  the  Auk"  and  "J.  B."  His  numerous  TV  credits 
include  "Little  Moon  of  Alban,"  "Johnny  Belinda"  and  "A  Doll*s  House," 
all  on  NBC-TV»s  "Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame";  and  "The  Philadelphia  Story" 
and  "After  Hours,"  both  NBC-TV  colorcast  specials  of  the  current 
season. 

CEDRIC  HARDWICKE  (Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Sr. )  has  been  a 

brilliant  stage,  screen  and  television  actor  for  55  years.  He  is 

noted  not  only  as  a  distinguished  star,  but  --  like  the  man  he

portrays  in  "Autocrat  and  Son"  --  as  an  authority  on  many  subjects  and 
as  a  devastating  wit.  He  is  currently  co-starred  on  Broadway  with 
Gertrude  Berg  in  "A  Majority  of  One."  He  was  knighted  by  King  George  V 
in  1934. 

ANNE  FRANCIS  (Fanny  Dixwell)  started  as  a  model  at  the  age 
of  seven,  and  as  a  radio  performer  in  1937  in  child  roles.  Her  motion 
picture  credits  include  "Donft  Go  Near  the  Water,"  "Blackboard  Jungle," 
"Bad  Day  at  Black  Rock,"  "Battle  Cry,"  "Forbidden  Planet"  and  "Susan 
Slept  Here."  Her  many  recent  TV  appearances  have  included  "Presence 
of  the  Enemy"  on  "Studio  One,"  "The  Third  Commandment"  on  "NBC
